The witness mentioned that of the 2,000 
acres of his holding the only portion of it 
which was arable was a small piece reclaimed 
hy his grandfather, his father and himself. 
At Captain O’Grady’s request, he purchased 
a Connemara pony for him. Witness’s 
grandfathe? was one of the largest breeders 
of Connemara ponies in Connemara, and 
witness carried on this, too, until the motor 
cars cut away the trade. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
while he was with them Captain O’Grady 
was on terms of the greatest friendship with 
the whole family. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

of the inaugural address which was 
delivered by Major J. S. MacLachlan at the 
opening meeting of the fortieth session o! 
the Dublin University Engineering Society, 
which was held n the Physics Lecture 
Theatre, Trimity College, Dublin, last nicht. 
Professor Purser presided. 

In the course of his address Major 
MacLachlan said that im recent years serious 
congestion had occurred in certain shopping 
and residential areas of South-West London, 
owing to the lack of adequate arterial roads. 
In Hammersmith Broadway alone, an average 
of one death per week occurred over a con- 
siderable period. An arterial road scheme 
to alleviate tlus situation necessitated the 
construction of two new reinforced concrete 
arch bridges over the Thames at Chis- 
wick and Twickenham, owing to the 
winding of the river which actually 
flows westwards at the latter bridge. 
Uwing to the heavy river traffic upwards of 
7,000 tons passing im one tide, special pro- 
vision had to be made to preserve a clear 
waterway. This necessitated the carrying of 
the temporary staging on steel girders, ninety 
feet in length, elaborat. bridges in themselves. 

Both bridges were founded on the London 
clay, and temporary coffer-dams of sheet steel 
piles had to be formed to a depth of forty 
feet below water level On two occasions of 
eee hign tides only the emergency 
flooding of the excavations avoided the pos- 
sibility of disastrous collapse. 


A NEW METHOD. 

All reinforced concrete arch bridges neces 
sitated some provision whe eby stresses pro- 
duced during construction of the concrete 
may be allowed for. The usual method in 
England, which was adopted at Twickenham 
lsridge, was the provis: of temporary hinges. 
Chiswick Bridge was noted for the use of a 
method new to the British Isles, in which 
hvdraulie jacks were employed to lift the 
arches into their final positions. Ten jacks, 
exerting a pressure of 250 tons each, wére 
used. This method, among other advantages, 
made the withdrawal of temporary staging 
very simple, since the whole arch was lifted 
clear of the substructure. This bridge, which 
is faced throughout with Portland stone, was 
built at a cost of £208,000.

£191,000, was remarkable for the extréme

Aan Interesting AConument. 


The church at Lusk contains what is, 
I suppose, the most elaborate tombstone 
in County Dublin. This monument was 
erected by Sir Lucas Dillon, of Moymet, 
to the memory of Sir Christopher Barne- 
wall, of Turvey, the popular leader of the 
Irish Parliament, about the middle of the

‘Che “ Soldiers’ Song. 


I did not know much about the origin 
of the “ Soldiers’ Song ” until I had the 
ood fortune to listen-in to one of Mr. 
Gerald Crofts’s interesting ‘‘ Dublin read- 
ings ” from 2RN a night or so ago, when 
he broadcast details of the writer’s life. 
The song was written by Mr. ‘Peter 
Kearney, who was born in Dublin fifty 
years ago. Mr. Kearney, who says that 
he is a house-painter by trade and a 
rhymer by chance, wrote the words of the 
‘‘ Soldiers’ Song ” in 1907, and collabo- 
rated with Patrick Heney in the composi- 
tion of the air. In 1913 Mr. Kearney was 
associated with the foundation of the Irish 
Volunteer movement, and at a Volunteer 
concert in Clontarf Town Hall in 1914 the 
words were sold to the audience in broad- 
sheet form at a penny a time. The song 
itself was sung by Mr. James Hughes, 
who had taken down the tune for the first 
time from Mr. Kearney’s singing. Patrick 
Heney died in 1911, but Mr. Kearney 
fought in the rebellion of 1916, and was in 
Ballykinlar in 1921. Mr. Crofts’s ‘‘ Dublin 
readings ” are full of interest for all 
Dubliners, and contain a wealth of little- 
known lore.

wonderful control, even in the most delicate 
passages, of the organist. The work itself 
showed some lovely contrasts, particularly in 
the development of the fugal movement in the 
middle section. Bach's Fantasia and Fugue in 
C minor were interesting from the manner in 
which Dr. Hewson brought out the double 
themes which mark both Fantasia and Fugue. 

Three pieces from a modern suite for organ 
by Karg-Elert provided tone pictures as 
charming as they were imaginative. _ The 
Entrata, for instance, moved with a stately 
tread that was in marked contrast to the 
infectious gaiety of the succeeding Corrente 
Siciliano. Here again there was an indescrib- 
ably beautiful effect in Dr. Hewson’s grouping 
of the lighter stops. 

In a later group there was a merry dancing 
tune, ' Trumpet Tone,” by Purcell, which 
just sang for itself. One liked the dignity of 
the melody by Sir Walford Davies which 
followed, and the reading of Stanford’s Post- 
lude in D minor—the running passages for 
left hand were well executed.

_ Many persons other than those for whom 
it is originally intended will be interested in 
the first volume now issued of the Journal oí 
the Society of Clerks-at-the-Table in Empire 
Parliaments. The Society is a recently-formed 
hody, embracing the “table” officials of 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand. South 
Africa, South-West Africa, Irish Free State, 
Southern Rhodesia, Malta. India. Northern 
Rhodesia, with nine ex-clerks-at-the-table. 
Altogether the membership is less than 
seventy.

SAFETY OF LIFE AT SEA. 


——— 


AR. DE VALERA moved that the Dail 
Vi approve of the International Load 
Line Convention, with final protocol, 
signed at London on May 5, 1930, and also

EXPIRING LAWS, 


The MINISTER for FINANCE moved the 
second reading of the Exmring Laws Bill. 

Mr. DILLON (U.1.P., Monegal) referred to 
the Labonrers Act. 1883, under which 
jibourers cottages were built, and asked the 
(;overnment to make a statement of inten. 
tion with regard to the scheme for the pur- 
chase of these cottages by the tenants. Would 
the Government reassure the Dail, he asked. 
that a scheme directed to that end would 
not in apy way interfere with the security 
of tenure of a tenant who did not wish to 
purchase. H» would elso like to know the 
(;overnment’s view of what the annuity 
should be in relation to rent. In deciding 
that he thought thot the Government should 
take into consideration the amounts for rates 
and repairs. Further, Le asked had the 
Ministry devised a scheme where a sinking 
fund would be set up into which these par- 
chase annuities would be paid, and whether 
on thé security of the fund new cottages 
eould be built for each cottage that would 
he made the subject of a purchase agree- 
rent. 

He also referred to the Central Purchasing 
Act, and said that under it the most 
ridiculons anomalies arose not infrequently. 
He mentioned that a man in charge of works 
for a local authority might want a penny- 
worth of screws, and if he took seven screws 
instead of nine, the auditor was liable to sur- 
charge the loca] authority: He had informa- 
tion where a water-pipe burst and inundated 
a house, but the local authority could not 
the repairs until thev fovnd out the 
central purchasing price of solder. He -sug- 
gested that there should he power given to 
the local authorities to relax the regulations 
for trivial purposes. He also wanted to 
know the Government's attitude towards the 
Increase of Rent and Mortgage Act. When, 
he asked. would the realisation of their 
housing policy make the Act unnccessary—or 
were thev to assume that thev had made 
so little impression on the housing problem 
that this extremely drastic legislation is 
still necessary’? So far as he was aware, not 
one single tenement dweller was taken out 
of the tenements during the eighteen monthe 
of the Fianna Fail Government. 


LOCAL OFFICIALS BLAMED. 

Mr. MOORE (Fiauna Fail, Wicklow) said 
that the Central Purchasirz Act was being 
abused, and that local officials were pur- 
chasing for themselves and their friends at 
contract prices for supplies to public insti- 
tations. That dishonesty, he said, should 
not he tolerated for a moment: and he was 
amazed when he gave specific instances 
three months ago that the reply from the 
department was that no inquiry would be 
made. 

The MINISTER said that the points 
raised would-be brought to the notice of the 
Ministeries concerned.

SCHOOL MEALS. 


Dr. WARD (Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Local Government Department) moved 
the second reading of the School (Meals) 
(Gaeltacht) Bill, which, he said, was to make 
the sum of £10,000, provided under the Act 
of 1930, more fully utilised, and make the 
meals available all the year round, instead of 
during the winter months only. The bill re- 
moved restrictions, so as to allow of a greater 
share of the £10,000 to be assigned to dis- 
iricts where there was the greatest need.

Dr. WARD, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health, replying, said that the fact 
that the total amount of the vote was Not 
expended was due in the main to the fact 
that local authorities were not striking a rate 
sufficient to raise enough money to absorb the 
grant from the Central Fund. Fifty per. cent. 
of the cost of providing the meals was borne 
by State funds, and if the local authorities 
Would raise enough money to finance half of 
the cost of the scheme the Government would 
finance the other half. Again, im some areas 
the school managers had not etteouraged the 
adoption of the scheme, and in a number of 
cases had actually opposed it on the grounds 
that the people in their areas would prefer 
to maintain their independence and purchase 
their own food. That was a mentality that 
could easily be understood. They would re- 
quire certain legislation to increase the num- 
her of areas to which the measure should 
apply, but no case had been made out for 
auch extension. It certainly would be hard 
to make a case to the Minister for Finance 
when it was found that the total grant given 
for the ourpose had not been expended.

NEW BILL CRITICISED., 


On the second stage of the Horse-Breeding 
Bill, 1933,

The effect of this was to nullify 
the efforts of the Minister to improve horse- 
breeding in this country. The present bill 
would meet these difficulties. 

Mr. R. CURRAN (U.L.P., Tipperary) said 
that the Minister had stated the bill was to 
improve horse-breeding, but the fact was, and 
the Government and the country knew it, that 
the Government had destroyed the horse- 
breeding industry. The Government talked 
about improving horse-breeding, and came 
along with a bill compelling breeders to have 
a permit to keep a two-year-old. If that were 
an attempt to improve the industry it was in 
line with the rest of the legislation by the 
Government in connection with farming. It 
was rever thought desirable to have permits 
for thoroughbred horses let out to thorough- 
bred mares. The horse-brecding industry was 
a preiitable one until the Government by its 
policy ruined it. The bill showed that the 
Government knew nothing about horse-breed- 
ing. and the best way they could legislate was 
to leave the industry alone. 


THE IRISH HORSE. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.LP., Cork City) said 
there was general agreement on the import- 
ance of the horse-breeding industry in the 
country, and as to its reputation for produc- 
ing high class blood ted. amd, indeed, any 
class of horse. That reputation had been built 
up through the centuries, and in competitions 
in Great Britain, on the Continent of Europe, 
and in America and Canada the outstanding 
quality of the Irish-bred horse had been main- 
tained. He agreed with Deputy Curran. A 
permit was something different to a licence, 
and attention was paid to official documents 
in matters of the kind. No supervision by 
a Government department was going to make 
for anv great improvement in blood stock-rais- 


| ing. People engaged in the industry devoted 


their lives to it, and put very large sums of 
monev into it. He had yet to learn that 
any Minister or department, no matter how 
qualified in other respects, was going to make 
any great improvement in the industry, more 
especially having regard to events in the last 
few: years. 

Tt was inadvisable to interfere with blood- 
stock breeding, and the bill, or a dozen bills, 
would not remedy the disadvantages suffered 
in the last few months, by reason of the loss 
to this country of such sires as Trigo. He 
would like to have had a little more examina. 
tien of the problem by the Minister, and also 
of the history and success of Irish bloodstock. 
As to applications for licences and the powers 
taken by the Minister, the fact was that there 
were matters outside human control. One of 
the most successful stallions in the country 
was purchased as a yearling for £700, and the 
fees for the stallion were 400 guineas. Another 
anima! that won the English Derby and the 
Grand Prix was bought also at a sale for 
£700. He asked the Minister to explain why 
thoroughbreds were included in the bill and 
excluded from the Act of 1918. " 

These people, said Mr. Cosgrave, are 
suffering hardship enough as things are Not one 
mare in four now comes over from England that 
came before the present Government indulged 
in experimental: economics. Nothing what- 
ever was done, or attempted to be done, to 
remedy the evil to this one particular in- 
dustry—and it is important. It does not 


affect only racecourses or thoroughbreds. It | 


does affect, and will affect, the horse- 
breeding industry in this country for all time. 
No regulation or improvement was go to 
remedy the damage done by. the removal of 
the stallions he had mentioned, and, Ips. 
others would follow in their wake. Horse- 
breeders had lost heavily enough up to the 
Bac, tu more consideration uld be 
ven t .

HARBOURS BILL. 


On the Committee stage of the Harbours 
(Regulation of Rates) Bill, 1933, 

Mr. fl. M. DOCKRELL (U.1., Dablin Co.) 
moved a series of amendments to alter the 
procedure under the bill, Everyone, he said, 
was agreed that a measure for simplifying 
the procedure by which harbour authorities 
eould alter their rates was desirable, and that 
harbour boards should not have to proceed by 
way of the bill. Some people felt that in 
departing from the powers conferred on 
harbour authorities, the bill would tend to 
make the Minister autocratic, and they were 
proceeding from one anomaly to. another. 

The report of the Ports and Harbours 
fribunal recommended that harbour rates 
should be fixed by the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, and that these charges should 
be maximum charges, and not the actual 
charges leviable. 

His amendments were intended to alter the 
procedure under the bill. lí the Minister took 
out of the hands of harbour authorities the 

wer of altering their own rates it would 
bail their interest in the work, and would 
take from a very desirable system by which 
they had to budget for their own needs. 
He suggested that the amendments provided 
an eas.er, simpler and better way of carry- 
ing out the work ot the harbour boards than 
was outlined under the bill. 


MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) said that 
Section 3 of the bill gave the Minister power 
to alter the harbour rates. The deputy’s 
amendments sought to limit the Minister's 
power to alter maximum rates only, for the 
purpose of securing that the general level of 
rates would be suffic.ent for the purpose of 
the harbour. In relation to this matter the 
Port and Harbours Tribunal made a number 
of recommendations. One of the recommen- 
dations quoted by the deputy referred to the 
procedure necessary where the harbour autho- 
rity desired to change its rates. It had been 
found. however, that the Harbour Boards, 
constituted as they were et present, were 
sometimes prone to favour particular in- 
terests, and the same. reason could be ad- 
vanced in justificat.on of giving the Minister 
powers to move of his own initiative in these 
matters. The deputy was anxious that the 
initiative should be taken from the Minster, 
but he would like to draw attention to the 


fact that the orders that had been made in 
the last year or so gave to the Minister for 


‘Industry and Commerce powers to use on his 


own initiative. There might be rare occa- 
sions when it would be necessary to have 
such interference, but, having regard to the 
circumstances that exist, and having regard 
to the report of the Port and Bus 
Tribunal, it would be a mistake if that pro- 


vision were taken away. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F.) asked if in cases where 
local authorities, such as urban district 
councils, were responsible for harbour debts, 
was it intended to consult such local authority 
before deciding the rates. 

The MINISTER said that that matter came 
under Section 4 of the bill. 

A number of amendments in the name of 
Mr. Dockrell were withdrawn. The Com- 
mittee stage was agreed to, and the report 
stage was fixed for Wednesday. 


THE WORKMEN'S 
COMPENSATION BILL. 


On the Committee stage of the Workmen’s 
Compensation Lill, 1933, 

Mr. DILLON (U.1.) said that the bill had 
been referred to a Committee of the Whole 
House, but he thought that it could be more 
effectively dealt with by a Select Committee. 
As he saw it, it would be of great advantage 
fur persons who were familiar with the prac- 
tice of workmen's compensation laws to have 
an opportunity of sitting down and consider- 
ing the bill, in order to amend in the light 
of judicial comment certain sections that had 
been in operation in England for a consider- 
able time. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that the necessity for amend- 
ing the Workmen’s Compensation Board had 
been under consideration for a long time. 
An Inter-lepartmental Committee was estab- 
lished, and a volummous report was made 
available. The bill had been produced by 
two successive Governments. Any points that 
the deputy wished to suggest onal be fully 
conside and discussed in the House, as 
public interest was definitely wvolved. if

AIM OF THE AMENDMENT. 


Mr. COSTELLO (United Ireland, Dublin) 
said that the judges in England were con- 
vmeed that the term “ casual labour’ was 
incapable of definition. What Mr. Dillon was 
aiming at in the amendment was to protect 
the people who gave work out of kindness. 
Mr. LEMASS said that there should be the 
liability on an employer that if an employé 
suffered injury he should receive compensa- 


ion. 

Mr. COSTELLO said that, as a result of the 
bill, the tendency would be to employ through 
big firms, and casual work would be badly 
affected. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (United Ireland Party, 
Tipperary) said that whether the amendment 
were carried or not the casual labourer would 
be completely at the mercy of the judges, who 
had nothing to guide them in their interpre- 
tation of the bill when it became an Act. He 
was, therefore, not altogether in favour of the 
amendment, while for the same reason he was 
not keen on the section. There was a respon- 
sibility on the employer, whether employés 
were casual or not, to safeguard them. 

Mr. DILLON § (Unit Ireland Party, 
Donegal) said that the amendments were put 
down to improve the bill from the point of 
view of the workingman and those who were 
to benefit by it. e asked the Minister to 
reconsider the matter and have an amendment 
on the principle of the present amendment on 
the report stage. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the section had been 
framed on the form recommended by the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, who had examined into the 
whole matter, and he could not see how he 
could depart from that recommendation. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 


PARTIAL DEPENDENTS. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.I., Co. Dublin) moved 
an amendment to delete from Section Seven 
the sub-section which provides that a person 
should not for the purposes of the Act be 
deemed a partial dependent of another person 
unless he was dependent partially on con- 
tributions from that other person for the 
provision of the ordinary necessaries of lile 
suitable for persons in his class and position. 

The sub-section as it stood would, he 
said, have the effect of upsetting the law 
that had existed in this country for the last 
thirty-three years. He wanted to know what 
was the justification for inserting the sub- 
section in the bill. This question generally 
arose in the class of case known As the 
family fund case, v ‘.ere members of a family 
lived together and all contributed to a 


common fund. He thought the proposal 
in the sub-section was reactionary and 
against the interests of the workers. 

Mr. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the amendment was one that could usefully 
be accepted; for as the section stood he 
could imagine interminable litigation. He 
thought that the Minister could well leave 
to the Courts the question of partial de- 
pendents. | 

The MINISTER said that the case for the 
section was tiiat it would prevent litigation. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.1., Co. Dublin) said 
that the section took away from the work- 
man a right that he had enjoyed for thirty 
three years, and the report gave no reason 
for the recommendation. 

The MINISTER said that the bill 
designed to provide compensation to the 
dependents of the dead worker. The section 
appeared in the bil!, because it was recom- 
mended by the Committee, and because no 
effective case had been made out against it. 

Mr. COSTELLO said that the sub-section 
was reactionary, and he did not understand 
why a Fianna Fail Minister should stand 
rigorously over it. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the intention of 
the sub-section was to provide for those who 
were dependent. He found a similar note 
in a White Paper which was in the office 
of the deputy when he was Attorney-General. 

Mr. NORTON said that the section would 
limit the chances of the dependent receiving 
compensation for the loss of his supporter, 
and that it would also limit the liability of 
the insurance company. 

Progress was reported, and the debate was 
adjourned.

PRICES. 


Dr. RYAN, Monhister for Agriculture,

and,” said that prices were much lower now 
than in 1931. That fall in prices was more 
due to the fall in world prices than to the 
economic struggle. He quoted prices for 
various commodities for the week ending 
November 4, 1931, and November 4, 1933. 
obtaining in Great Britain and in the Free 
State. Eggs were la. 10jd. in 1931 and 
Is. Sid. in 1933, and the prices ruling in 
britain on the 4th of November of each of 
these years showed that they were id. lower 
than in this country. In the case of eggs the 
bounty was at least equal to the tariff, and 
iN some cases in excess of it. 


in regard to farm butter, the same price 
of 10jd. was paid in each of these years in 
the Irish Free State, but in Great Britain 
the price was reduced from 1s. 54d. to 1s. 34d. 

With regard to milk supplies to creameries. 
he said that in the North of Ireland covering 
a period of eight months the average price 
paid was 2}$d. per gallon, and in the Free 
State 4d. to 44d. In regard to fat sheep, he 
said that in the Free State there was a re- 
duction of 8s. per cwt., and in Great 
Britain the price was reduced by 4s. 8d. 

in the case of fat lambs, there was reduc» 
tion of 9s. 6d. per cwt. in the Free State and 
4s. 8d. in Great Britain. Under the heading 
of fat cattle, prices in the Free State fell by 
lls. 6d. per cwt. as compared with 5s. 11d. 
in Great Britain; while store cattle in Great 
Britain fell by £4 per head and in the Free 
State by £5 14s. 3d. 

Bacon pigs showed an increase as compared 
| with 1931, the price in the Free State being 
5s. 6d. per cwt. higher, and in Great Britain 
6s. 6d. per cwt. higher. Oats in the Free 
State averaged 4s. 9d. per cwt. and in 


| Northern Ireland 3s. 11d., while in Scotland 


oats were selling at ós. 6d. to 7s. per barrel. 
On balance, the Irish farmer was worse off 
than the British farmer, but in this country 
he was compensated for anv loss by the per- 
manent reduction of £2,000,000 in his land 
annuities and the reduction this year of 
£3.000,000. He contended that a reduction of 
half of the land annuities was more beneficia! 
than a reduction of the rates. He was of 
opinion that the farmer could, and would, 
pay his rates if he was only left alone.

ing how long the economic war with 


Great Britain is likely to continue, and 
how he will be able to meet his day-to-day 
obligations unless it is brought to a speedy 
end. The great majority of the people ot 
the Irish Free State is composed of 
persons who, in one way or another, depend 
on the soil. Before Mr. de Valera came 
into power their economic problem was 
comparatively simple. They sold their 
surplus produce to Great Britain, and 
with the proceeds were able to pay their 
creditors and to maintain a reasonable 
standard of comfort. The Jive-stock 
trade between the Free State and Great 
Britain was the largest of its kind in the 
world. For generatons the Irish pro- 
ducers supplied the British market; and 
their commerce was so successful that over 
a period of years they invested sums 
amounting in all to about £150,000,000 in 
external—principally in British—securi- 
This lucrative trade has been 
shattered by the incidence of those British 
tariffs which were levied against Free 
State goods as a result of Mr. de Valera’s 
war.

Government apvlogists

The Pope condemns the presence of 


the Free State by the end of the present 
year. Apart altogether from the economic 
worth of the sugar factories, the extent 
of Germany’s ‘‘ compensations ’’ does not 
suggest that the Free State producer will 
gain much on the bargain. During the 
year 1929 Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland bought Free State butter to the 
amount of more than £4,500,000, and 
Free State eggs to the amount of 
£3,215,000. Yet when contracts are 
being distributed British firms are not 
even considered. The entire economy of 
the Free State is topsy-turvy. On the 
one hand, the Government is waging a 
so-called “ war ” against Great Britain; 
on the other, it is offering bounties and 
subsidies to its exporters to help them to 
regain a market which has been thrown 
away. All the time the adverse balance is 
mounting, and the capital that has been 
amassed through decades of patient toil 
is being frittered away in the cause of

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Cruisers for Britain. 

Fortunately for the E:mpire, British 
statesmen have been forced to shed some of 
their pathetic illusions. Sir Bolton Eyres- 
Monsell announced on Tuesday that his 
Government had decided, with much 
regret, to build bigger and better cruisers. 
The- original .programme of naval con- 
struction for 1933 consisted of one 7,250- 
ton cruiser of the Leander class, armed 


| with eight six-inch guns, and two 5,400-ton 


cruisers of the Arethusa class, armed with 
six six-inch guns. The revised programme 
will include two cruisers of a new type of 
about 9,000 tons, with increased arma- 
ment, and one cruiser of the Arethusa 
class. As Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell con- 
fessed, this course has been thrust upon 
the British Government by the lamentable 
unwillingness of foreign countries to strike 
a blow for peace. Britain, the United 
States and Japan are forbidden by the 
terms of the London Treaty to possess 
cruisers of a higher tonnage than ten 
thousand. The American cruisers are 
built up to the full standard, being of 
10,000 tons apiece; Japan has cruisers of 
8,500 tons; France, who was not a signa- 
tory of the Treaty, is defended by 7,800- 
ton cruisers ; but Britain’s largest class of 
cruisers, the Leander type, displaces only 
7,000 tons. There is no reason why 
Britain should not have built larger 
vessels ; but her idealistic Government had 
hoped that, if she built only small 
cruisers, the other nations would follow 
her precedent. It has been sadly dis- 
illusionised, and the new programme 
springs from its loss of faith. The rank 
and file of the British people, we do not 
doubt, will be delighted with this improved 
building programme ; for cruisers are the 
most necessary of all ships of war to Great 
Britain, and at present she is dangerously 
deficient in them. Both Japan and the 
United States are building to-day with 
vigour. Their oldest vessels are very 
nearly as efficient as Britain’s most 
modern, and their new vessels will be far 
ahead, both in armament and in speed, of 
anything that the British Navy includes 
to-day. If the Empire’s communications 
are to be secure, new cruisers must be 
built at once. The only failing of the 
1935 programme is that it does not provide 
for a sufficiency of ships; actually, while 
it increases the size of the projected 
cruisers, it reduces their number by 
one. Yet Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell’s 
announcement is welcome, as signify- 
ing that the British Government is 
preparing to face facts. The peril 
of war approaches nearer every day. 
If Britain is wise, she will follow the 
example of the other Powers and will take 
instant steps to restore the strength not 


only of her Navy, but of her Army and 
Air Force.

**German Christians.’’ 


A new 


crisis has arisen in the 
Evangelical Church of Germany. On the 
one hand, the extremist “ German 


Christian ’’ group in Prussia seeks to 
dominate the whole Church, to make it 
A mere appendage of the Nazi Party, and 
to persecute all dissenters and ‘‘ non- 
Aryans’”’ with a truly Gothic ferocity. 
On the other hand, a new League of 
Opposition Clergy, some three thousand 
in number, have signed a covenant of 
resistance to these claims. Bishop 
Miller, the new Primate, is a ‘‘ German 
Christian,” but even he has been forced 
to condemn some of the Prussian 
stalwarts. On Tuesday the Prussian 
Church Council summarily dismissed three 
pastors who are members of the moderate 


‘League; and on the same dz» the Berlin 


branch of the “ German Christians ”’ 
presented an ultimatum to the whole 
Church. 


It demands not only a policy 
of concentrated exclusion for all ‘‘ non- 
Aryan’ Christians, but the banishment 
of all Oriental influences from the 
Church’s creed, and the full triumph 
vf the Nordic spirit. The crucifix must 
be forbidden, and the whole of the Old 
Testament, together with ‘‘ superstitious ”’ 
portions of the New Testament, must be 
rejected. These outrageous performances 
have forced the moderate pastors’ League 
to threaten a definite schism in the 
Church. Its leading members have con- 
vinced Reich Bishop Miller that they are 
in earnest, and he has called the Prussian 
Church Council to heel. A principal 
offender has been deprived of his office 
in the Church, and the attacks upon the 
Bible and the crucifix are denounced 
officially as ‘‘ intolerable.’’ Dr. Miller's 


action is important; for he owes his 
Primacy to the extreme ‘ German 
Christians,’’ whose political influence 


defeated the moderate Churchman and } 


distinguished scholar, Dr. von Bodel- 
schwingh. There are increasing signs 
that Germany’s true Christianity still has 
many defenders, who have no mind to 
accept the tyranny of the Prussian boot.

Protection of Fisheries. 


Last Saturday night a Fleetwood trawler 
—not, as earlier reports announced, a 
French trawler—was fishing, in Scottish 
prohibited waters. It was arrested by one 
of the fishery protection cruisers, which 
left a man on board. Thereupon the 
arrested trawler raised steam, made off with 
its “ prize crew,” completely evaded its 
captor, and was only retaken, after a chase 
of twenty-four hours, by a destroyer 
which had been summoned by wireless. The 
incident is more amusing than serious, but 
it has caused the British authorities to 
ponder the inadequacies of their fishery 
protection service. Most of the trawlers 
built nowadays are quite-as fast as the 
fishery cruisers, if not faster; in fact, we 
are assured that only three of the British 
protective vessels can surpass the speed of 
the typical trawler. The Free State ought 
to take the moral of the Scottish incident 
to heart. Her fishermen to-day are pro- 
tected by a solitary vessel which already 
has seen its best days, and is far too slow 
for work of this type. It is ridiculous, of 
course, that a single vessel should be ex- 
pected to patrol the entire coast of the Free 
State; and it is ridiculous that poaching 
trawlers, by virtue of their superior speed, 
should be able to show the Muirchu a clean 
pair of heels, even when she has caught 
them flagrunte delicto. The Government 
has promised to amend this sorry condition 
of things by the provision of some fast 
motor boats, but none of the boats has yet 
appeared upon the water. Meanwhile, com- 
plaints of poaching are regular, and the 
fishing grounds are being depleted more 


| seriously as the years pass.

MR. ROOSEVELT 
NOW IN CONTROL. 


INFLATION ADVOCATES 
ENCOURAGED.

SURPRISE was caused here to-day 


by the announcement that President 
Roosevelt’s two leading Treasury officials 
had withdrawn—Mr. William Woodin, 
Secretary of the Treasury, and Mr. Dean 
Acheson, the Under-Secretary. 

It was announced that Mr. Woodin, who 
has been suffering from a throat infection, 
was beginning ‘‘complete leave of absence’’ 
at the end of this week. His resignation 
has been rumoured repeatedly in the past 
few weeks. 

The ‘‘ resignation ' 
announced laconically without any official 
explanation. . 

Mr. Morgenthau, junior, son of the 
former American Ambassador to Turkey, 
the official announcement adds, will fill the 
post of Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
‘* pending the return of Mr. Woodin,’’ and 


will also act as Under-Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


“FACE-SAVING DEVICE.” 


Mr. Woodin’s “ leave of. absence ” is 
regarded here to-night, however, purely as 
a face-saving device on the part of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who now becomes the real 
head of the Treasury. His henchman, Mr. 
Morgenthau, is not expected to offer any 
serious opposition to the President's finan-

The resignation of Mr. Acheson is 
regarded as more mysterious.

GOLD PRICE-FIXING FAILS

Fixing the price of gold below the Lon- 
don price failed to put a brake on the 
decline of the dollar to-day. Foreign 
exchange brokers again reported a huge 
demand for sterling.

The French feel no alarm 
for their franc so long as sterling, which

The present 
action of the Exchange FEqualisation 
Fund is noted with keen satisfaction as 


maintaining that stability.

Canadian turkeys, chickens and honey 
will be available here next month in 
abundance. Fresh chickens are being 


shipped to Britain for the first time, and 
arrangements are being made for the 
dispatch of a million pounds’ weight of 
the tinest Canadian turkeys before Christ- 
mas. reat care will be given to thie 
turkeys, and the Canadian Departinent 
of Agriculture will inspect and grade the 
birds. Mr. Howard Ferguson, the Cana- 
dian High Commissioner in London, will 
see that the birds are put on the market 
in the best possible condition. In order 
to ensure this, the Port of Twndon 
Authority will cooperate with the High 
Commissioner. 


Croydon’s Danger Zone. 


An aircraft danger zone is to be estab- 
lished around Crovdon Aerodrome, if a 
scheme can be carried out whereby no 
aeroplanes may proceed in bad weather 
until they are specifically instructed to 
do so from the control tower of the Air 
Ministry. This step has been rendered 
necessary by the danger of several 
machines landing or taking off from the 
aerodrome at the same time during a fog. 
The zone will stretch for about ten miles 
round Croydon, and on the boundary 
lines will be found emergency landing 
grounds. From these the pilots whose 
machines are not equippel with wireless 
must ask. by telephone for instructions 
as to when and how they may proceed. 
The plan, which will come into operation 
by a notice from the Air Ministry, will 
affect some hundreds of privately-owned 
machines, the majority of which are with- 
out wireless apparatus, while machines 
which are equipped. with radio will be 
instructed from the control tower that 
landing may be delayed for twenty or 
thirty minutes, and that they must flv 
round until it is their turn to alight. A]!

1,000 yards horizontally and 1,000 feet

Visitors to Paris. 


The great decline in the number of 
British visitors has had a serious effect 
upon the Paris hotels, together with the 
stores and shops where visitors used to 
make many purchases, and the Municipal! 
Council is making representations to the 
Minister of the Interior, with a view to the 
modification of the passport regulations. 
At. present British visitors are unable to 
remain in France longer than thirty-six 
hours without a passport, and it is pro. 
posed that this period shall be extended to 
three days—a period which would enable 
travellers to spend “ week-ends ” in Paris 
without the formalities connected with 
67% wag It is urged that these short 

olidays in Paris would be popular 
throughout the year if the regulations 
could be so amended. 


A ‘Shortage of Furs. 


It is expected that there will be a con- 
siderable increase in the price of good furs 
this winter, and for certain skins the rise 
may amount to as much as 100 per cent. 
The dearer prices are due to a falling off 
In the supply—especially from the 
countries responsible for providing the 
bulk of the world’s demands. Stocks 
which have accumulated in the United 
States and China were disposed of some 
time ago, and there are no fresh supplies 
in those countries. One or two new 
sources of supply have been opened up, but 
their production will not go far to ease the 
shortage threatened by an ever-increasing 
demand. The craze this winter for furs 
is taking the form of short jackets. Already 
every other woman in the West End is 
sporting one of these garments.

| NEBE was an interesting development 
in the Northern parliamentary elec- 
tions to-night which sets at rest many of 
the rumours prevalent during the last few 
days in regard to the two Nationalist 
seats—the Cuntral and Falls Divisions of 
Belfast. A Nationalist convention was 
held in Belfast to-night, Mr. T. J. Camp- 
bell, K.C., presiding, at which it was 
decided to re-select Mr. Joseph Devlin for 
the Central Division and Alderman 
Richard Byrne for the Falls Division. 

At the outset a letter from Mr. Joseph 
Devlin, who is in London, to Alderman 
Byrne was communicated to the meeting. 
The following resolution was passed :— 
‘‘This convention, fully representative of 
the Nationalists of Belfast, places en 
record our heartfelt sorrow at the 
threatened retirement of Mr. Joseph 
Devlin from the representation of the 
Central Division, and our profound grati- 
tude for his enduring services to the people 
of Ireland, and particularly to the people 
of his native province and city.’’ 


MR. DEVLIN NOMINATED. 


A further resolution was passed unani- 
mously nominating Mr. Devlin candidate 
for the Central Division, and declining to 
consider any other name pending Mr.

TWO OTHERS FOUND 
NOT GUILTY. 


HE trial of Martin Coles Harman 
(47), Berkelly Fairfax Conigrave 
(61), Herbert Hely Pounds (64), and 
Emile Georges Changeat (57), on charges 
of conspiring to defraud shareholders of 
the Chosen Corporation, of which they 
were directors. concluded at the Old 
Bailey, London, last night. 

Harman, who was found guilty on all 
counts, was sentenced to eighteen months 
in the second division; Conigrave, who 
was found guilty of conspiracy and mis- 
applying funds, was sentenced to six 
months in ‘the second division; Pounds 
and Changeat were found not guilty. 

The jury were out for three hours. They 
found Harman guilty on all counts and 
Conigrave guilty on twenty counts. 

They found Pounds and Changeat not 
guilty on any count, and these two were 
discharged. 

The jury added a rider that in their 
opinion Conigrave was seriously influenced 
by Harman, and w.;, therefore, a fit 
subject for the leniency of the court. | 

Mr. Maurice Healy, K.C., for Cont- 
grave, said that he wished to. express 
Conigrave’s appreciation of the rider 
which the jury had added to their ver- 
dict. 


JUDGE'S COMMENT. 


Mr. Justice~MacNaghten, passing sen- 
tence, said that in his view the jury could 
come to no other decision than they had 
on the facts proved there. 

“ These facts pointed irresistibly to the 
conclusion that in dealing with the moneys 
of the company of which you were 
directors you fraudulently applied those 
moneys for the purposes of other com- 
panies in which you were intereste«|. 

“The offence is a grave one, and the 
law has prescribed penal servitude for 
such an offence. a ai 

“So far as you, Conigrave, are con 
cerned, the jury have made a recommenda- i 
tion of mercy with which I agree. 1 think | 
they are right in their view that you were 
subjected to the influence of Harman, and 
I take the view that you were not in good | 
health at the time. 

‘So far as you, Harman, were con- 
cerned, vou were the originator, the person | 
who carried out this fraudulent scheme. 

“TIT am aware that in your case the con- 
viction itself is a heavy punishment, and 
is a warning to all others who, placed in 
the position you were placed in, might be 
tempted to do likewise. ehh 

“There is something to be said in 
mitigation.’’ 

He passed sentence on Harman of 
eighteen months’ imprisonment in the 
second division, and on Conigrave of six 
months’ imprisonment in the second 
division. 

Harman took his sentence with a low 
‘Thank you,” and bowed to the judge 
before leaving the dock.

The German Chancellor had, in the weeks 
preceding the elections, given the historical 
reasons for Germany’s withdrawal, Far from 
Germany's withdrawal producing a crisis In 
the League's affairs, the historical develop- 
ments of the League had gradually led up to 
a crisis which forced Germany to withdraw, 
The League was an association. with a pur- 

se—viz., to perpetuate the position won at 
Versailles at east that was the intention of 
some of its most prominent members, who 
wished to use the power won at Versailles to 
keep the conquered in a perpetual state of 
subjection. 

The German Government had made a tre- 
mendous fight for equality of rights; it had 
shown that the international code of law 
could be used and developed as a practical 
instrument; but all its eftorts had failed— 
they were of no avail against the attitude of 
those Powers who wished to use the League 
to perpetuate the status quo. Germany had 
over and over again asked that those rights 
should be conceded to her which every nation 
should have that does not wish to forfeit its 
honour. Such a right Germany had been 
denied in the matter of disarmament; hence 
her withdrawal from the Conference and the 
League. Such a withdrawal was not an 
abandonment of the peace policy; on the 
contrary, it was a beginning of a new and 
more fruitful policy of peace. Germany 
aimed at a co-operation of Governments in 
which all nations could honestly take part. 
gi wished to live in peace and amity 
with other peoples; she was content to get 
her rights by peaceful means. 

“The results of the German elections," 
said the Minister, ‘“‘ show the German people 
and the leader as one; they show the world 
that it is useless to speculate on a conflict 
between the German Government and its 
oe le. This unity is the great work of 

litler. He has earned the undying grati- 
tude of the German people, who look up to 
him with pride. He has realised their 
thousand-year-old visions of a United Ger- 
many. Germans, united to-day as never 
before, and engaged in building up their 
common country, realise with delight that 
the Chancellor is and always will be ‘ our 
Hitler,” ‘his honour our honour,’ ‘his will 
our will.’ Of the truth of this the 12th 
November has given proof to an interested 
world.”’ .

The Royal Dublin Golf Club has, in Mr. 
O'Reilly's untimely death, lost the best of 
secretaries, the Irish golfing community has 
lost one of its most ardent and able cham- 
pions, and all of us who, like the writer, 
had the high privilege of intimate 
acquaintanceship with him, will miss from 
among us one of the finest and most genial 
personalities in all our experience of kindly 
friends. 

When he was appointed to the position of 
secretary to the club, just four short years 
ago, he found a heavy task awaiting him. 
Reform was needed everywhere in the links, 
in the business methods and management, in 
finance, and, in short, in all directions. He 
faced every difficulty with courage and 
resolution. No work was too great to deter 
him; no detail was too small to escape his 
vigilant eye. In his all too brief period of 
office he impressed his great personality on 
the club.. It was a labour of love to him 
and, most truly, he succeeded in leaving 
behind him what we, his friends, must all 
hope will be an enduring monument to his 
untiring efforts. : 

It was his aim to make Dollymount in 
every way a first-class championship course 
—not in rivalry with any other club; for he 
was ever ready to lend a hand to other clubs 
who sought advice and assistance, and he 
was far too big a man to harbour any feel- 
ings of jealousy or envy. Before his period 
of office the greenkeeper and his staff had to 
work under all manner of difficulties, with- 
out proper shelter in bad weather and 
without the necessary equipment in either 
implements or materials. ‘* Curley’s Yard,”’ 
as transformed by Mr. O'Reilly, now con- 
tains practically every modern appliance 
needed for improved treatment of golf 
courses, and provides an example of what 
a golf course workshop should be. And 
this work was done, mainly, by the club 
staff and without involving more than a 
trifling expenditure of club funds. 

Stunned, as one feels, by the suddenness 
| with which death overtook him in the very 
prime of his life, it is hard for a very close 
friend and colleague to write of John 
O'Reilly otherwise than in deep regret that 
we shall have him with us no more. But 
it is, perhaps, perniissible to express the 
hope that those of us who are left will 
endeavour to complete and perpetuate the 
work which he initiated. It will be our 
best, if not indeed our only way of keeping 
green the memory of a very fine and great- 
“visit Irishman.

PRODUCTION: AT THE 
GATE THEATRE. 
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““ Blood and Sand,” which is adapted from 
the well-known novel by Blasco fhanez, is 
being performed at the Gate Theatre, Dublin, 
this week.

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STAMPING OUT BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


AN IMPORTANT EXPERIMENT. 


N a report on the “ Eradication of Povine 
| Tuberculosis,’’ by Dr. Jordan, veterinary 
athologist to Hannah Dairy Research 
Institute, issued by the Medical Research 
Council, London, it is shown that eradication 
of tuberculosis from heavily-infected herds 
is by no means an insoluble problem. It also 
demonstrates the progress in tuberculosis 
erdtiication which can be achieved by pro- 
viding the relatively small incentives of free 
tuberculin testing and free expert advice. 
This. method of stamping out the disease was 
recommended as far back as 1919 by the 
Astor Committee, which urged that public 
funds should be used to provide free tuber- 
culin testing, ‘‘ provided that the farmer can 
supply evidence that he has _ reasonable 
facilities for carrying out the tests and is 
willing to comply with the necessary condi- 
tions laid down for freeing his herd from 
reactors.’’ Dr. Jordan s report not only re- 
directs attention to this ‘proposal, but 
demonstrates the material results which 
might be attained by its adoption, 


A Necessity. 


The Medical Research Council, in a preface 
to the report, states that the eradication of 
bovine bhain from the milking herd 1s 
as necessary to the safety of the milk supply 
as the protection of the source is to the 
safety of a water supply. Milk should be 
derived sole:y from healthy cows, milked by 
healthy milkers under cleanly conditions, and 
during transit should be protected from dirt 
and infection. A second line of defence in 
subsequent treatment of the milk, such as 
that given by pasteurisation, may be found de- 
sirable, or even indispensable. ‘The ideal to 
be aimed at, however. i; the removal not only 
ef every obvious, but of every potential, 
source of infection. The present failure even 
to approach that ideal results in serious losses 
to the nation. 

Some authorities ascribe 2,000 human deaths 
each year to bovine tuberculosis derived from 
cows milk, and estimate that 4,000 fresh 
human cases infected with bovine tuberculosis 
occur. 


The attainment of a pure and wholesome. 
milk supply is not easy. Great difficulties, | 
scientific, practical and financial, have to be 


surmounted. Of the scientific difficulties, 
some have been partially overcome. 
by work in which the Medical Research 
Council, through their Tuberculosis and 


Tuberculin Committees, have had a part. The 
steps taken include the introduction of the 
double intradermal tuberculin test, which in 
skilled hands provides a reliable diagnostic 
method under farm conditions. This is true 
notwithstanding the fact that no compulsory 
standard of potency has yet been prescribed 
to which ‘the tuberculin used for veterinary 
practice. must conform, and although there 
are points in the evaluation of the test—as 
this report shows—that still require investi- 
be The solution of the practical and 
nancial problems involved in the eradication 
of bovine tuberculosis is, however, less ad- 
vanced. 


Dr. Jordan’s Experiment. 


The report now presented by Dr. L. Jordan, 
Veterinary Pathologist to the Hannah Dairy 
Research Institute, describes the results of a 
large scale experiment promoted by the 
Medical Research Council, with the aid of a 
private benefaction for tuberculusis research 
of which they were trustees. The general 
scheme select a definite area in the 
south-west of Scotland, to secure the co-opera- 
tion of dairy farmers resident therein, and to 
provide these farmers with free tubérculin 
testing and free expert advice, on the under- 
standing that they would attempt to eradicate 
tuberculosis from their herds by isolation 
methods. The general object of the. scheme 
was to determine how far eradication might 
be achieved with these relatively small incen- 
tives, and with a minimum of disturbance of 
the ordinary farm rovtine. 

An area of some nine square miles, to the 
rorth-east of Mauchline, Ayrshire, was even- 
mu | selected íor the experiment. “The area 
was bounded by good roads and contained 37 
farms. Of the owners, three refused to parti- 
cipate, and two had already licensed tubercu- 
lin-tested herds; two others drupped out later. 
The scheme finally included 30 farms. 


Was to 


Considerable Success. 


Dr. Jordan, who had worked with Professor 
Buxton at the Institute of Animal Pathology, 
University of Cambridge,’ and who was fully 
conversant with the ‘echnique and conduct of 
the double intradermal tuberculin test, was 
appointed to take charge of the scheme. 
Throughout the work he was assisted by Mr. 
kK. Smith, M.R.C.V.8, who collaborated in 
the testing of stock and whose personal 
acquaintance with the farmers was of great 
value. 

The investigation was carried out tor a 
three-year gang Of the 30 herds participat- 
ing throughout this period, 28 made substan- 
ual progress; 20 were free from infection at 
the end of the experiment (as compared with 
eight at the beginning), while eight others 
showed substantial reductions in the number 
of reactors. In all these herds the stock 
showed a general improvement, resulting in 
increased valuation and an increased demand, 
while the costs incurred by owners in eradi. 
cating the disease were small and more than 
offset by the greater value of the stock.

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THE MARKET FOR 
TURKEYS. 


a 


ROSPECTS for the turkey-rearer, in 
P common with those of all poultry-pro- 
ducers, are none too bright this season. 

The 4d. per lb. import duty on all “' foreign ”’ 
turkeys entering the British market completely 
negatives the ód. per lb. bounty granted’ by 
the Government. As well as that, the put- 
ting. into operation of the National Mark 
scheme is bound to react unfavourably against 
Saorstat turkeys. This scheme is being 
adopted in Scotland, England and Wales, and 
apparently the Free State’s only interest in 
it is the honour we derive from the fact that 
the method of marking the birds approved by 
the authorities is that proposed by Mr. 
Stephens, of the Department of Agriculture. 
It takes the form of a coloured red disc at- 
tached to the wing of the birds, one colour for 


cockerels and another for pullets, on which is | 


stated the country of origin. In other words. 
the disc is the bird’s passport or certificate of 
fitness for discerning purchasers. 


Practical Steps, 


However, in the circumstances there is no 
use in grousing, and we may be thankful 
for small mercies, and the main thing for 
producers, or fatteners, is to try and reap 
the benefits of the 3d. per lb. bounty. The 
only feasible way of doing this is by selling 
the birds direct to the retailer or consumer. 
There is surely nothing to prevent turkey 
farmers in poe | area from getting together 
and from their number selecting one or two 
who would undertake the task of negotiating 
the sale of the birds with 'some reputable 
buyer. Particulars concerning possible cross- 
Channel purchasers might be obtained from 
the marketing inspectors for the area, who 
will also gladly give practical hints regard- 
ing method of packing, regulations for ex- 
port and for secaring the bounty, etc. 

It should be mentioned here as a reminder 
that bounties are only payable in respect of 
dead birds packed in standard packages ap- 
proved by the Department. Furthermore, 
the bounty may be reduced, or even refused, 
on any consignment reported to be im- 
properly packed, as, for instance, with straw, 
or in dirty or secondhand cases. Therefore, 
it will be necessary for the prospective rearer- 
exporter to first secure the necessary re- 
quirements in the way of standard packages 
and etceteras. Bovmakers to the trade will 
supply these packages in sections, which only 
require to be nailed together—a job that 


‘anyone can easily do. 


Those who intend to be in time for the 
Christmas trade should get to work on this 
matter at once, since delays in procuring 
materials, etc., are always inevitable and 
there is not a moment to lose. 


Finishing the Birds. 


The interval between this and the time of 
marketing should be _ utilised in properly 
finishing the birds, so that they will command 
top prices when dispatched. It is well to note 
here that at present the popular demand is 
for the smaller, plump, tender birds, in pre- 
ference to the heavier, more meaty types, that 
were the general thing a few years ago. This 
is very important, because it means probably 
the definite passing of the very large 
American Bronze turkeys, which are beyond 
the purse and needs of the modern family. 
who prefer something more economical, more 
tender and tasty. Big, unwieldy, bony birds, 
have no longer any place in the housewives 
affections, and, moreover, some purchasers 
have stated that they intend to cut the price 
of birds over 20lb. weight. The ideal weigii 
to aim for under existing conditions would he 
9lb. to 141b. for hens and from 16lb. to <b. 
for cocks. Unfortunately the tendency here 
is still to produce the larger type of bird: 
these types, because they carry a great deal 
of bone, cannot be finished at the above 
weights except at the cost of quality. There- 
fore, it would seem essential that breeders 
should adopt a smalle: type of turkey. There 
Is some talk in England about the Blue 
turkey, but I do not profess to know anything 
very definite about it. 

Probably the most suitable for our purpose 
would be a first cross between the black 
turkey, so familiar in lreland, and the bronze, 
at least until such time as a new breed meet- 
ing modern requirements becomes established. 


| The Finishing Process. 


And now a word about the fattening or 
finishing process. During this period of tour 
or five weeks the turkeys may be given two 
meals each day. The diet to obtain fat, 
white-fleshed birds should consist of boiled 
barley, small wheat, whole-ground oats, barley 
meals, and a small quantity of potatoes. Al! 
these foods can be home-grown, and there is 
no necessity to give the expensive maize meal, 
Birds need not be confined to a house—in 
fact, unless when handled by an expert—they 
are better not confined, as it requires skill to 
keep them feeding well. In the open there 
should be no difficulty about their appetites, 
provided only the two feeds are given and 
that the foods used are those that turkeys 
like and have been accustomed to. Sudden 
changes of diet are very bad and may throw 
the birds completely off eating. In addition, 
however, to the two feeds of soft food, one 
of which should be given soon after the birds 
are let out in the morning and the other an 
hour or so before dark, whole grain may be 
fed after the evening meal.. Where possible 
plenty of sour milk should also be provided, 
either to moisten the food a little or separately, 
When it does happen that the birds go off their 
feed, give ncthing else but sour milk for a

When a Change Occurs. 


The inclusion of sugar pulp, mangels, beet | 


root, treacle, wet grains, rice meal or green 
fresh pasture herbage in the diet of the cow 
does not affect the percentage of fat in the 
milk when the milk yield is unaltered. If, 
as a result of the feeding, the latter is raised 
or depressed, the corresponding change in 
total milk fat may lag behind that of the 
milk yield, so that for a short time the fat 
percentage may be affected. This is an 
indirect result of the change in feeding on 
the percentage of fat; it may occur when any 
change is made; and it is definitely tem- 
porary in nature. 

Neither the amount of water consumed 
with the ration nor the succulence of the 


foods constituting the diet is capable of 
directly affecting the richness of milk in 
butter fat. 


There is no connection between the plane 
of nutrition and the percentage of fat in the 
milk of cows. When a period of high level 
of feeding, even of superabundant food, is 
succeeded by a lower ba when the daily 
ration is much reduced, there may or may 
not be a reduction in milk yield, but the 
proportion of fat in the milk remains con- 
stant. Conversely, the raising of the plane of 
nutrition from a level of insufficient feeding 
to that of an abundant or superabundant 


ration, while possibly increasing the milk 
vield, does not affect the fat percentage 
thereof. 


The feeding of neither separated nor whole 
milk powder puts up the percentage of fat 
in the milk yield of cows. 

It is suggested that the possible effect of 
whole milk and cream in raising the fat of 
milk is to be attributed to some substance 
or substances other than the fat per se.

N the House of Commons to-day, Dr. 
| Burgin (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade) moved a resolution con- 
firming the Bacon (Ímport Regulation) Order 
made by the Board of Trade on November 
7th, under the Agricultural Marketing Act, 
with the object of limiting foreign imports of 
bacon and ham. He said that the imports of 
bacon and ham had been controlled since 
November of last year. The object of the 
recommendations made by the Pig and Pig- 
Products Commission was to establish the 
home industry on a firm basis of annual con- 
tracts. It was decided to continue the reduc- 
tion of foreign imports on a gradual scale, and 
the Ministry of Agriculture had been able to 


obtain the assent of the bacon-export- 
ing countries to reductions which were 
based on the assumption that the home 


supply, when the contracts were made, would 
be in the neighbourhood of 2,000,000 cwt. 
As a matter of fact, when the contracts were 
made, the total home supply was found to 
be 3,000,000 cwt. per annum, and in these 
circumstances the Government had no option 
but to effect a corresponding reduction in 
foreign imports. 

It was hoped to effect these reductions by 
voluntary arrangement, but Denmark, which 
was the country chiefly affected, could not 
see her way to accept so sudden and drastic a 
reduction of her exports. This rendered 
necessary a compulsory Order, and one. was 
made by the Board of Trade on the 7th 
November. In taking these steps they were 
not aiming at establishing any definite price 
level for bacon, or at maintaining a price by 
juggling with supplies. Their policy was to 


stabilise supplies, and it was confidently 
believed that a steady price-level would 
result.

fhe Order was approved, on a division, by 
239 votes to 56. 


SEA FISHING ORDER. 

The House next considered the Sea-Fishing 
Industry, (Regulation of Landing) Order, 
which was made by the Board of Trade in 
August iast. 

Dr, Burgin explained that the Order had 
been made to give effect to the Sea-Fishing 
Act, which aimed at improving prices at the 
ports by restricting the landing of foreign 
supplies. It was proposed to restrict loreign 
landings to 90 per cent. of the average 
amotints over three years. During the three 
months that the Order had been in force 1t 
had worked extremely well, but it was much 
too early to judge of its effect upon the fishing 
industrv and trade generally. . The whole 
object of the Order was to enable a reason- 
able srofit to be made by the owners of 
British boats. An increase as low as a hall- 
penny per pound would do all that was de- 
sired. and this would not entail an appre- 
ciable rise in price to the consumer. 

Sir M. McKenzie Wood said that the Order 
was framed in the interests of the trawl- 
owners. Whatever advantages it might give 
to them it would be at the expense of other 
members of the fishing community. It was 
the inshore fishermen who most needed help. 
The Government policy was bound to lead to 
retaliations on the part of other countries 
affected by the Order. 

The motion to approve the Order was car- 
ried by 177 votes to 47. 

The next three Orders, made under 
Import Duties Act, were taken together. Phey 
covered seventeen classes of goods, including 
glue and gelatine, certain kinds of dead 
poultry, plants, such as rose trees; contec- 
tionery, 0:.ts, oat products and other art icles. 

A good deal of the discussion turned on the 
subject of vats. . 

Lord: Scone held that the tariff was insufh- 
cient to meet the needs of the Scottish oat 
growers. 

Major Ross made an appeal on behalf of 
the oat producers in Northern Ireland, whose 
position, he said, was almost desperate. The 
price had fallen by very nearly fifty per cent. 
since 1928. He asked why turkeys, the rich 
man’s bird, were excluded from the Poultry 
Order. 

The first Order was carried by 188 votes to 
38, and the second and third by 186 votes to

adhere too alosely to its conclusions we 
may mention one instance. We know 


how rich in albumenoids peas and beans 
are—far more even than meat—and yet 


they cannot take the place of meat in 


egg-production, because they do not 


yield the same nourishment, being harder 
to digest, and much passing out of the 
system undigested. In food for poultry 
there must not only be sufficient flesh- 
forming material, but it must be easily 


digested—not have too much fibre ur 


husk, and yield a good nutritive ratio. 
We must also remember that chemical 
analysis alone does not supply the means 
of feeding any live-stock for maximum 
efficiency.
